MAY IT PLEASE YOUR LORDSHIPS, 

W e have the honour to transmit our Fifth Monthly Report as Com- 
missioners under the Act 10 Viet. cap. 7. 

The greatest number of electoral divisions under the operations of the Act 
since our last Report lias been 1,826 ; the largest amount of gratuitous relief 
(which attained its maximum at that period) supported 2,920,792 persons per 
day ; and the number to whom sold, 99,920. 

The returns to 1st August show a gradual reduction to 2,467,989 gratuitous, 
and 52,387 sold ; the cost of each ration, including establishment and expenses, 
averages 2 d. 

The enormous number of 3,000,000 of individuals (exceeding one-third of 
the entire population of the country), supported by a gratuitous distribution of 
mere food, demonstrates (allowing even for some extent of mal-appropriation) 
the awful amount of distress occasioned by the failure of the crop of potatoes. 

Where the evil was so great, and so generally spread, no indirect method of 
affording relief could have been of avail ; nor could any measure short of dis- 
tributing food to the multitude have prevented the effect of absolute famine 
widely extended. 

When we contemplate that it has been attended with that result, which, 
above all, was in the humane consideration of the Legislature, a certain degree 
of abuse, to which the system must be liable, may be submitted to, although it 
cannot be justified on the part of those committing it, or of those by whose 
arrangements it might have been prevented. 

We have had occasion to deprecate these abuses, which, unhappily, were but 
too numerous ; and our circulars, instructions, and regulations have naturally 
tended generally to repress them, giving an impression, perhaps, that the occa- 
sion for such complaints was almost universal. We may, therefore, reasonably 
take this opportunity of reporting that this was far from being the case ; and 
that, with the zealous co-operation of the greater number of the Committees, 
aided by some fortuitous circumstances, the amount of the expenditure on this 
vast measure has been less than we had at first anticipated. 

We have also to report most favourably to your Lordships on the exertions 
of our inspecting officers, who have carried on a most difficult and arduous 
service with a degree of temper, energy, and intelligence highly creditable to 
them. 

Much more of the conduct of the proceedings was thrown upon them by the 
Committees than was ever intended, or than ought to have been required ; and 
although frequently under the necessity of strenuously opposing the proposi- 
tions of Committees and individuals, there has been scarcely an instance of 
their giving personal offence, or of their losing the respect of the gentlemen of 
character and influence ; and many of their reports are highly interesting. 

The period of the year that brings with it the greatest amount of distress is 
notoriously that which immediately precedes the gathering of the first crops, 
that is, during July, and the early part of August. 

The absolute termination of advances on account of the temporary relief has 
been fixed by Act of Parliament for the end of September. It becomes, there- 
fore, necessary, within a period of six weeks, to throw on their own resources 
3,000,000 of persons who had been provided with food. 

Although those few weeks comprise the time when the demand for labour is 
at its highest amount, and when the crops (which promise to be very abundant) 
will be in course of collection, still it is most necessary to make the transition 
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4 FIFTH REPORT OF 

as gradual as is compatible with so short an interval, and to endeavour to avoid 
the too abrupt cessation of relief to such an enormous mass of the population. 

With this view we have urgently pressed for an uncompromising scrutiny, 
and for reductions of the relief lists, in proportion to the appearance of employ- 
ment and to the available supply of food; and we are about to discontinue, 
from the 15th August, making advances to the Unions which, from circum- 
stances and situation, seem to be best able to bear such a course, striking oil the 
others by degrees from fortnight to fortnight. 

Almost every Union struggles for a prolonged continuance, chiefly oil the 
plea of want of preparations for the change, arising in many cases from tile 
delay in making them, although a general warning of what would take place 
was given so far back as the month of June. 

The discontinuance of this extensive system of relief, m whatever manner 
carried out, must be attended with distress and difficulty : and all the energy, 
benevolence, and public-spirited expenditure that can be applied will be 1 ecpuir ed 

to meet th^^ 0 f temporary fever hospitals ordered to be established under the 

Act 10 Viet. cap. 22, amounts now to 326. _ . 

We annex copies of the Circular Instructions issued since our last Report, 
together with the Summary of the Account Branch, and the Returns and State- 
ments connected with our continued operations.

To the Relief Commissioners acting under Act 10 Vic., caps. 7 and 22. 

16 th August, 1847. 

I have the honour to submit to the Commissioners the annexed Returns, prepared for 
the purpose of accompanying their Fifth Monthly Report, 

The annexed statement (A.) will show that 2,205,329 rations were being issued daily at the 
commencement of the present month, equal to the support of 2,520,376 persons daily, and 
exhibiting a decrease of 500,336 persons since the 3rd July last, when the distress was at its 
highest point, 

Returns showing the number of rations issued on the 14th instant have been called for, but 
so few have as yet been received in office that no useful comparison can be instituted ; they, 
however, warrant me in stating that a very considerable reduction lias been effected. 

Advances have been made to 1791 electoral divisions out of the 2049 — in 127 Unions, 
leaving only 3 Unions, Antrim, Belfast, and Newtown Ards, that have not applied for 
assistance. 

The total sum advanced to the present date (see Statement C.) as loans on the credit of 
rates, as grants in aid of rates, and as donations in aid of local subscriptions, amounts to 
1,329,803/. 7s. 10 d., which includes the sum of 56,845 Z. advanced in support of 230 temporary 
fever hospitals. 

The amount raised as subscriptions, upon which donations have been granted in aid, is 

27,756/. 

The value of the ration during the past month has averaged about the same as the previous 
month, viz., 2d-, which includes the cost of the staff of Committees and incidental expanses. 

In the estimates from Unions adjoining to seaports the value of the ration is reduced, arising 
from the increased supply of provisions, but not sufficiently to influence the general average, 
even to the extent of one-eighth, on account of the expense of land-carriage to the populous 
inland Unions. 

The Commissariat depots of provisions have been drawn upon by the Relief Committees in 
the manner directed by the Commissioners, in their “ Circular No. 23 Finance,” to the extent 
of about 11,000 tons, leaving only Sligo, Killibegs, Belmullet, and Belfast as depots with any 
large quantity remaining in store. 

As many of the estimates for the fortnight ending 15th August were received in office without 
a sufficient reduction being made, in anticipation of the general stoppage of relief on that day, 
a reduction of 20 per cent, was ordered by the Commissioners to be made below the previous 
estimates ended 1st August: this has been carried into effect without exception. 

It has been intimated, by direction of the Commissioners, to 55 Unions that, they are not to 
send in any more estimates for a period beyond the 15th August ; to 26 Unions, for a period 
beyond the 29th August; and to the remaining 46 Unions, that the “impotent poor” only 
might be continued after the 29th August, but not beyond the 12th September, when the 
entire relief has been ordered to stop. For an abstract of these Unions see Statement (D.) 
annexed. 

An Account Current and Balance Sheet of the receipt and expenditure of the Commission, 
showing the charge against each Union to the 31st July, 1S47, have been rendered to the 
Auditors ; and I am informed that they have, after much labour, completed the examination 
of tlie General Account of the Commission to the 30th June last, and have reported to the 
Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts that they are satisfied of its correctness and 
the manner in which it has been rendered. The Auditors have also under examination the 
accounts received from the Treasurers of Finance Committees, which, in most instances, they 
find satisfactory. They are daily making their observations to me upon them, and hitherto 
I have been enabled, I believe, to render to them satisfactory replies. 

The accounts of the Electoral Division Receipt and Expenditure already received in office 
are very numerous (nearly 8000), which I have only been able to obtain by the utmost perse- 
verance, seconded most ably by the Inspecting Officers, of whose assistance throughout the 
entire financial operations of the Commission I cannot speak of in too much praise. 

Although the fortnightly Cash Account required was drawn up in the most simple form, 
I much feared the introduction of any uniform system, amongst a body so unused to business habits 
as most members of Relief Committees were, would not be attended with success ; but I have 
much pleasure in assuring the Commissioners that, although at first many of the accounts 
were confused and almost unintelligible, those received in the past month exhibit much improve- 
ment, and have the appearance of a better knowledge of business : it was with this indirect 
view I forced upon the Committees the necessity of sending to me fortnightly accounts, knowing, 
at the same time, it would be the surest check upon lavish expenditure. 

By means of these accounts, also, I have urged into the remotest parts of Ireland the Stamp 
Laws, thereby still further carrying out correct habits of business. ^ 

I beg to annex the continuation “ Forms,” and " Circulars 24 to 32 Finance,” referring to 
the details of my department.

It appears by several of the Cash Accounts (Form F. Finance) received in Office, that 
the original Instructions have been departed from, as they do not contain a bond fide account ot 
daily sums of money received and paid within the fortnight, with the cash balance remaining, 
but instead thereof fictitious sums have been inserted — such as a number of Rations, issued at 
so much per Ration, in lieu of the actual amount paid for a given quantity of provision to pro- 
vide for ihe number of Rations estimated for. .... 

The Commissioners desire me to request you to visit each Relief Committee within J'our 
Union, and to require the production of the Cash Book (which was supplied from this Office,) 
for each Electoral Division, and in the presence of three members of the Committee, the Trea- 
surer, and the Clerk, to go through the several entries therein : — first, to ascertain that the

such case, where a Committee may desire to be relieved from its functions, is the whole of 
such balance to be transferred to the Poor Law Guardians for the use of the Electoral 
Division. 

After the receipt has been given, and all the accounts, cash-book, See., delivered up, the 
Commissioners will not require further accounts to be rendered, but rely upon a proper record 
beincr kept of the expenditure of the balance, for reference hereafter if required, in order to 
prove that an impartial and honest outlay has taken place. 

The clerks of the Committees may be continued, until the final accounts are promptly ex- 
amined and rendered to the Inspector, and paid out of the balance of the estimates remaining, 
after which time their employment and payment must rest entirely at the discretion of the 
members of the Committees,’ as well as rent of stores, aud other charges, as beyond such 
balance, the Commissioners can take no further responsibility. 

Such boilers and implements as may have been purchased out of advances on Rates, are to 
be transferred to the Poor Law Guardians, in the same manner as the boilers supplied by 
Government, but those purchased out of private subscriptions and grants must be dealt with 
as the Committees may think best.

The Relief Commissioners have received many communications from Committees 
remonstrating against closing the Temporary Relief in their respective districts on the 
15th August. 

The objections advanced are— 

1. That the harvest will not be in full operation by that period. 

2. General want of means of the poor. 

3. That the Poor Law Guardians have no Funds. 

With regard to the first, the Commissioners wish it to be understood that they do not 
consider the actual state of the harvest in the precise locality to be the only datum for discon- 
tinuance of relief to the able-bodied, since it is clear that the reduced price of provisions, 
together with the general, if not local, increasing demand for labour, must afford means of 
earning a subsistence to many who are now dependent on public support. 

That this is the case, and that many who ought not, have been still lingering on the gra- 
tuitous relief, has been proved in several places by very light tests.

Many have given up the rations t'orthemselves and families, rather than perform three or 
, four hours labour, and others rather than enter the poor-house. 

The Temporary Relief Act was passed, not as a remedy for any financial embarrasments in 
the Unions, nor for any general poverty in the country, but solely to replace for one season 
the food of which the people were deprived by the failure of the potato crop, and the operation 
of the Act was. to_ be. discontinued as the different crops of the ensuing season should come 
forward, and provisions become more abundant. 

As these are gradually in course of being realized, the Commissioners feel that their func- 
tions must close, and the Poor Law Guardians must make the necessary efforts for such partial 
early collection, as may be sufficient to meet the first, emergency. 

There are still some remote districts where the relief may be continued by special per- 
mission after the 15th August, for limited periods, on account of the peculiar extent of distress 
m them, added to an unhappy neglect of that cultivation which might have provided an earlier 
and more general stock for the support of the people, but even in these, the scale must be 
very much reduced. 

The period for the revision of the lists, in reference to individuals only, is now passed, 
and they must be reduced by classes even where the relief is allowed to be partially continued/ 

It must be recollected, that nothing but compelling men to make greater efforts for self- 
support, and to avail themselves of means that are really within their reach, will prevent the 
great amount of disastrous results that must otherwise ensue from a sudden stoppage on 
a great scale, at the end of September, after which all advances under the Temporary Act 
must cease. ' J

To the Inspecting Officer of each Union. 



Relief Commission Office, Dublin Castle, 
August 11, 1847. 

The Relief Commissioners desire to inform the Inspecting Officers, that as the operations 
under the Temporary Relief Act are drawing to a termination, they must be prepared for the 
necessary discontinuance of their services. 

It is not intended to withhold advances on account of the Temporary Fever Hospitals 
until the 15th September, although in most districts, those for Relief Rations will cease 
earlier. 

The Inspecting Officers in all the Unions will remain in office until 30th September, in 
order to wind up affairs, and to attend to any instructions they may receive. 

But in any case where the officer may have closed all the business immediately connected 
with the Commissioners, and may desire to quit the station earlier, he may do so on application 
to the Commissioners, and will receive the pay and allowance up to the period of his quitting 
his Union. ° 

It is expected that the Temporary Relief may finally close on the 12th September, in the 
latest districts.

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REPORT. 



Relief Commission Office, Dublin, 
11 th September, 1847. 

MAY IT PLEASE YOUR LORDSHIPS, 

In transmitting our sixth monthly Report as Commissioners under the 
Temporary Relief Act, 10 Yict. cap. 7, we have to record the progress made 
towards the cessation of our Operations. 

The power to make advances for the temporary relief has been restricted by 
the law to the last day of September, leaving it to the discretion of your 
Lordships to select the most appropriate periods up to that time, for its dis- 
continuance in each, and all of the Unions. 

The state of the season, and the providential abundance of the autumnal 
crops has enabled us, under your Lordships’ sanction or directions, to com- 
mence reductions on a large scale in the middle of August. 

Out of 127 Unions that were under the Act 55 have had no advances made 
them on estimate for any period after 15th August, 26 more ceased on the 29th 
of that month; and the entire of the remainder will cease on the 12th 
September, Avith the exception of the advances for the Fever Hospitals, which 
will be continued until the 30th September. 

There were but few districts in which the Guardians were ready to take up 
the out-door relief that might be necessary, and for Avhich provision had been 
made by the NeAV Poor LaAV ; but in many, the numbers in the poor-house had 
been reduced by the system of distribution of rations, leaving hundreds of 
vacancies to be filled ; several Committees had small balances of money, or of 
food in hand, which being husbanded Avould carry them on for a few weeks or 
longer, and occupation Avas provided for the people by the gathering in of the 
crops ; and from all these causes combined, the rapid discontinuance of this 
vast and somewhat loose mode of relief, has not, as yet, been attended with the 
distress that might, perhaps, have been apprehended. 

But as the power of distributing rations shall be Avithdrawn from the districts 
where the population is most dense, and the property and the society less in a 
condition to support the mass ; and where the numbers maintained by them 
have been very large to the last, the means, above enumerated, of alleviating 
the change will be smaller, and the distress will be greater in proportion ; and 
will require every resource that can be brought to bear upon it to prevent very 
much suffering. 

Still we maintain, that it is more judicious to discontinue the ration system, 
while the greatest amount of harvest work that can be expected, shall be in 
operation (however insufficient that may be,) than to alloAv it to continue 
through that period, and then to cease. 

Much dread was naturally entertained of the demoralization that, in spite of 
every precaution, would MIoav the large and almost indiscriminate support 
afforded by the powers given under the Temporary Relief Act ; and certainly 
the facilities thus offered to Committees (many of the members of whom were 
intimately associated or connected Avith the poorer orders), of making the 
distribution a system of boons, rather than of necessity, increased the expendi- 
ture in an enormous degree, and removed from many any desire to make 
exertions for self-subsistence. The very evil itself, however, has been attended 
with a salutary re-action ; and the whole country seems, by this experience, to 
have been made sensible that it is only by the most rigid and thoroughly con- 
trolled principle of affording relief, by any public arrangement, that society can 
be protected from a state of almost universal pauperization; and that the 
charge of a more benevolent alleviation of distress than what is absolutely

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necessary for the bare support of the thoroughly destitute must, and ought to 
he left to the exertions and voluntary distribution of the charitable and humane, 
which, it is to be hoped, will always he largely afforded. 

As the operations of our Commission draw to a close, the final settlement of 
the accounts becomes a very important consideration, to which Ave beg to call 
your Lordships’ attention in the accompanying Report of our accountant. _ 

Arrangements of peculiar difficulty have been required in the administration 
of the expenditure of nearly two millions of money, Avithin a period of eight 
months, through the agency of upwards of 2000 Committees, constituted by 
general regulation, and subjected only to a very general control. 

The readiness Avith which the Bank of Ireland, the Provincial and National 
Banks, Avith various others, undertook the office of treasurer to the Unions, and 
with which they entered into every proposed detail and accommodation, has 
afforded great advantages, and deserves the thanks of the public. 

The immediate, progressive, and local audit of these accounts, sanctioned by 
your Lordships, tends greatly to prevent embarrassment, expense in the exami- 
nation, and losses ; and by these means (in co-operation Avith the admirable 
arrangements and system of Mr. Bromley, the accountant to the Commission), 
your Lordships may have confidence that these multifarious accounts will be as 
free from irregularities as is consistent Avith the nature ol such a service ; such 
irregularities Avill be only found in the minor accounts of the electoral divisions, 
and even there in a much less degree than could have been expected. 

In the great subdivision of Electoral Division Committees, and in districts 
remote from toAvns, and where habits of business could not be expected to exist, 
it Avas impossible to secure the services of efficient clerks, or to offer motives of 
sufficient interest to stimulate their exertions; still, it is reported that many 
have shown great aptitude and Avillingness to attend Avith precision to every 
form, and that the cases of failure have arisen rather from real inability than 
from a desire to conceal the existence of fraud. It is only in these electoral 
division accounts that some latitude will be required for a reasonable adjust- 



In the Appendix will be found the usual record of the extent of the arrange- 
ments made for temporary fever hospitals. . , 

We hope that our next Report (Avhich will be the last) will be accompanied 
by a detailed statement, from the Central Board of Health, ol the Avorking and 
results of the Fever Act (10 Vic., c. 22), which will exhibit the sanatory con- 
dition of the country, as arising from, or connected Avith the destitution pro- 
duced by the failure of the ordinary description of food. 

All advances to these hospitals Avill cease after the 30th instant, and the 
charge for their support, Avhich will then be comparatively moderate, must be 
defrayed by the Poor LaAV Guardians.

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SUMMARY OF THE ACCOUNTANT’S DEPARTMENT. 



To the Relief Commissioners acting under Act 10 Vic., caps. 7 and 22. 

6th September , 1847. 

Agreeably with the Commissioners’ directions, I have prepared the annexed Returns 
to accompany their Report for the month of August. 

The first paper (A) shows the number of rations issued on the 28th August (the day previous 
to the second general stoppage of relief under the Act) to be 967,575, equal to the support of 
1,105,800 persons daily, being a decrease since the 1st. August of 1,414,576, and an aggre- 
gate decrease since the relief was at its maximum, of 1,914,912 persons. 

On the following day, the 29th August, 26 more Unions ceased to issue rations under the 
Act, leaving only 46 Unions now administering relief to the really impotent, until the 12th in- 
stant, when it will entirely cease. 

By the annexed paper (C.) it will appear that the total sum advanced by the Commission to 
the present time, for carrying into effect throughout Ireland, the Temporary Relief Act and the 
Fever Act, amounts only to 1,570,072£. 7s. 10 d. 

In referring with some satisfaction to the economy of the Commission to the present time, I 
cannot refrain from pointing out as your accountant how much I am indebted for the co-opera- 
tion of the banks and bankers throughout Ireland (for names see paper D). They not merely 
in the first instance met the wishes of the Commissioners in undertaking to act as their 
treasurers for the Finance Committees, but have rendered me the most valuable aid by removing 
impediments wherever they were found to exist, and listening to my suggestions with the utmost 
courtesy. 

From the officers connected with the Bank of Ireland, with whom I have been in more 
immediate communication, I have at all times received the most ready assistance, whether in 
the usual public office hours or not. 

I may be excused from drawing the attention of the Commissioners more pointedly to the 
aid rendered to the present measure by the respective banks, because the financial arrange- 
ments submitted in my Report of the 22nd March last, a copy of which is annexed (paper E.), 
which were entirely approved of by the Lords of the Treasury, have been fully carried out 
through their instrumentality. 

The service, it is true, has been one of philanthropy, but it has also been immense and 
rapid; the issues have been very numerous, but of small amount, and the balances remaining 
in the treasurer’s hands have consequently been trifling, whilst the trouble has been great, and 
oftentimes out of the usual course of banking business. This, however, has been gone through 
with good will, and considering that many opposing interests have been engaged in this service, 
the utmost good feeling has prevailed. 

I have considered it my duty to refer thus fully to the assistance I have received from the 
banks, because I am satisfied that the safety of the remittances, and the great economy of the 
expenditure, is in a great degree due to their co-operation. 

The accounts of receipt and expenditure of the electoral division Committees have caused me 
much anxiety ; an immense number have already been received in office, but the majority of 
them have been obtained under the threat of withholding the amount of the ensuing fortnight’s 
estimate. This was often attended with serious risk ; but, nevertheless, it was necessary to 
prevent balances in hand from being retained by Committees for their own uncontrolled use, 
instead of being brought to account in diminution of ensuing estimates. 

I obtained most of the accounts by this means, and many of them are very creditable ; the 
greater part of them, however, it would be impracticable to examine and audit, with the least 
approach to satisfaction. 

The Inspecting Officers have from time to time reported the great difficulty they have met 
with in obtaining explanations upon the items charged, owing to the ignorance of Relief Com- 
mittee clerks, to whom the accounts have in most instances been left, and to other causes ; they, 
however, express their belief that there has been almost a total absence of misappropriation of 
money by Committees, and they believe that the balances have been accounted for from time 
to time. 

When I first submitted to the Commissioners the financial arrangements of the Commission, 

I pointed out the difficulties attending the examination of these accounts in Dublin, and pro- 
posed that the Finance Committees should be held responsible for their examination. 

It was only when I found that the balances were not brought to credit on the estimates that I 
required the accounts to be sent up to Dublin, not for the purpose of detailed examination, the 
impracticability of which I had already pointed out, but that the fortnightly possession of them 
by the Commissioners should act as a moral check upon lavish expenditure. Beyond that I 
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did not contemplate making use of them, knowing that the greater proportion expended was 
in fact their own money, that improper expenditure was at the cost of the electoral division, and 
,, , . j f i. _. wer 0 f recoverv ; moreover, the service being concluded, the Committees 
broken up 'the Inspecting Officers withdrawn, no beneficial or satisfactory examination and 
audit could be obtained, at all equivalent to the labour and cost contingent upon it . 

I have entered thus fully into the question of the fortnightly accounts with the view of 
placing on record the opinion I originally entertained and submitted, and which I still entei- 
Lin, o E f the impracticability of their detailed examination, and in order to shield myself, as a 
miTilic accountant, from censure or blame hereafter. 

P The auditors have completed the examination of die general account of the Commissioners 
to the 31st July, and are now proceeding with the month of August. 

This may be a fitting opportunity, and the Commissioners will allow me perhaps to remnik 
upon L magnitude of the service now nearly brought to a close, not for the sake of claiming 
any credit for the fulfilment of a laborious and responsible duty, but to point out almost the 
impossibility of ail accomtmt escaping upon a service of such velocity as this has been, which 
admits of no delay ; where, perhaps, deaths innumerable were attendant upon the non-tians- 
mission of money ; without some point of detail or some form of law being omitted to be 
observed, which may eventually recoil upon him, however zealous m the cause he may have 
been or hivenious in his arrangements. I wish to record this, not for myself alone but for 
others who may have been, or who may hereafter be, placed in a like position, for whom due 
consideration may not be made, from ignorance of the weight of responsibility and the moes- 
cant labour required merely to meet the demand for money. 

I beg to annex the continuation Circulars 33 to 38, Finance, referring to the details of my 
department.

Commission. 

Relief Commission Office, Castle, Dublin, 

. Sir, 22nd March, 1847. 

I am directed by the Relief Commissioners to report to you, for the information of the 
Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, the financial arrange- 
ments they have made for carrying into effect the Act 10 Viet. cap. 7 for the temporary relief 
of destitute persons in Ireland, and to submit the same for their Lordships’ approval. 

An account- has been opened at the Bank of Ireland, in the joint names of the Relief Com- 
missioners, as contained in the “Dublin Gazette” of the 12th of February last; and when 
placed in funds for the purposes of the Act, money can only be withdrawn under the signatures 
of any two of the Commissioners, countersigned by the accountant, or, in his unavoidable 
absence, the bookkeeper. 

It being essential- that the person to be named in the warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, referred 
io in the 8th Clause of the Act, should possess the confidence of their Lordships and of the 
Unions generally, for which he will have to act as treasurer, the Commissioners thought it ad- 
visable to secure, if possible, the services of the present treasurers of Poor Law Unions for that 
office, particularly as they are, with scarcely an exception, either banks or bankers. 

A Circular was therefore addressed to the treasurers of the 130 Unions, expressing a wish 
on the part of. the Commissioners that they would undertake the office of treasurer to the 
Finance Committees for their respective Unions ; and the Commissioners have much satisfaction 
in reporting to their Lordships that the several banks acting as treasurers have, without ex- 
ception, most readily acceded to their wishes. 

, The Bank of Ireland has therefore been requested to open an account in its books, in the name 
of each treasurer, for the purpose of identifying at any future period the particular sums advanced 
to the respective Unions, in corroboration of the record in the books of the accountant to the 
Commission. 

. As sums are directed, from time to time, by their Lordships, to be advanced to particular 
Unions, whether as loans, in anticipation of rates to be levied, or as grants in aid of rates or 
local subscriptions, warrants will be prepared and sent to the Bank of Ireland, directing it to 
•transfer from the one general account of the Commissioners to the credit of the treasurers of 
Finance Committees of the respective Unions. At the same time a letter will be sent to the 
treasurer, advising him of such credit, enclosing a form of draft for him to fill up for the 
amount advised of, and negotiate ; which will be honoured upon its presentation at the Bank of 
Ireland. 

In order to preserve at the same time the distinction in the bank books between the amount 
of loans and grants, the service will be distinctly stated on the face of the warrants. Although 
one general account only has been opened at the bank, the perfect separation of the services will 
be observed in the books of the accountant to the Commissioners, which will at any time 
exhibit the amount remaining due from any particular Union and the Electoral Division for 
yvhich the advance was made. 

When the treasurers of Finance Committees are thus placed in funds, directions have been 
issued for keeping them altogether distinct from those of the Poor Law Unions, and that sepa,- 
j/ale accounts shall be rendered by the treasurers direct to the Relief Commissioners. 

Such funds will only be withdrawn upon the signatures of two members of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Union, one of them being the Government. Inspector. 

Thus the funds of the Government will be distributed to the respective Unions throughout 
Ireland with safety and despatch. The several treasurers being bankers, the same principle 
will be followed as under the Poor Law Act, of not requiring bond to be given, for, in fact, none 
( would consent to give it. 

In like manner, any money that the Lord-Lieutenant may direct the Board of Guardians 
.to pay over for the purposes of this Act will be placed to the credit of the Finance Committee 
by the treasurer of the Union, or any rates that maybe levied and collected for the purpose of 
■repaying advances, will be also brought to account by the treasurer, and remitted to the 
account of the Relief Commissioners at the Bank of Ireland. 

, Tlie Finance Committee will be held responsible for the apportionment of money thus 
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placed to its credit in the hands of the treasurer, amonst the several divisional Relief Com- 
mittees within the Union, supplying provisions in kind, in lieu of money whenever it may 
think proper, paying by drafts upon the treasurer for any provisions which it. may purchase, 
but not to exceed the amount of the approved estimate, without reporting the same. 

The treasurer of each Finance Committee will transmit, weekly, to the Relief Commis- 
sioners a statement of the balance in hand, on the expiration of each month, and ot his 
receipts and payments in detail, supported by the drafts of the Finance Committee ; and, as a 
further check upon the treasurer, a duplicate account, required to be sent to the Committee, 
to be compared with the receipts and payments recorded by it, and if found correct, must be 
signed by the Chairman, and sent to the Relief Commissioners, accompanied by the 
authorities and vouchers for the drafts issued. 

Upon the receipts of these accounts in Dublin, the acts of the Finance Committee will be 
brought under notice of the Commissioners, and any extraordinary expenditure questioned. 

The accounts of the treasurer will be thus audited and passed, and the balance against 
each particular Union struck. . . , . ^ ... 

The accounts with the 130 Unions will be thus kept and. scrutinized in Dublin; but it will 
be impracticable in the Accountant’s Department, at present, to tollow the expenditure 
through the 2050 electoral divisions; the Relief Committees acting for those divisions must 
be entrusted with the receipt and expenditure in detail ; but, in order to ensure their dud 
accountabilitv, they will be required to report weekly to the Finance Committee of the Union 
the balance remaining in the hands of their treasurers (who will be selected Tiom their own 
body), which balance will be collected into one abstract by the clerk of the Finance Com- 
mittee, and forwarded to the Relief Commissioners ; and every fortnight an account ot 
receipts and payments, accompanied by current vouchers, must be sent by the Relief Com- 
mittees to the Finance Committee, which will be required to examine the same and call for 
any explanation it may think proper, in order to elucidate its correctness The 1'mance 
Committee will retain in its possession the fortnightly accounts vouchers, and explanations of 
the Relief Committees, arranged in consecutive order, to be dealt with as the Relief Com- 
missioners may hereafter direct. 

The foregoing arrangements appear to the Commissioners the most perfect that it is pos- 
sible for them to make at the present time, with respect to the accounts subordinate to them, 
without increasing the Accountant’s Department to an indefinite extent, and appointing a staff 
of Visiting Inspecting Officers of Accounts that they are most unwilling to recommend, 
believing that if the Finance Committees perform the duties required of them with common 
consideration, the checks imposed are sufficient against the mal-admm.stration of the funds m 
the hands of the Relief Committees, whether accruing from local or other subscriptions, rates 
levied, Government donations, or loans in aid of rates. , ,, n 

Some of these fortnightly accounts, however, will be called for occasionally by the Com- 
missioners, to see if they are kept in accordance with the regulations, and m the progress of 
the service some plan may possibly be adopted, by means of abstracts, of recoidin 0 the final 
expenditure by the Relief Committees in the records of the Commission.! 

Having thus submitted to their Lordships the plan the Commissioners consider most 
desirable to adopt, at present, with regard to the Union and Electoral Division Accounts of 
Receipt and Expenditure under them, they beg to submit the following course for adoption, 
with respect to their own general account with their Lordships ; they propose to make up and 
transmit by every Saturday’s post to the Treasury a statement, showing the amount received 
and issued* during the week, and the balance of their account with the Bank on that day . 
also, that an abstract of the balances in the hands of the treasurers of the Finance and Relief 
Committees on that day be made up and forwarded to the 1 reasury so soon as they are all 
received from the respective Unions, with the sums on transit. The aggregate amount of 
these two returns will show the total sum available for relief m Ireland. 

On the expiration of each month, it is proposed that an account shall be made up under 
classified heads of receipt and expenditure, accompanied by proper vouchers, for the purpose 
of audit, and clearing the Commissioners from all responsibility hereafter. 

Upon the question of audit, I am directed to submit, for their Lordships consideration, 
whether an arrangement cannot be made with the Commissioners lor auditing the Public 
Accounts to detach from their office in London, an examiner in whom they can place reliance, 
to be stationed in Dublin as a local auditor, specially for the accounts of the Commission. 
Many reasons the Commissioners consider may be assigned for making this an exceptional 
case of audit. One is, that each member of the Commission is charged with the conduct of a 
separate and distinct department of Government apart from the duties of the Commission ; 
therefore, the pecuniary charge of this extraordinary service should be removed, as he 
accounts are classified and recorded in the books ot the Commission The duties of the 
Finance and Relief Committees will also cease m October next, when the members of them 
and the Government Inspectors will be separated ; and it will not be possible to obtain replies 
to queries that it maybe considered necessary to raise; hence difficulties would arise m 
clearing the charge against the Commissioners, for the amount of which they would be held 
responsible. Moreover, as the question of advances by way of loan to the several Unions, 
is involved in the Record Books of the Commission, and as it may be necessary to apply to 
Parliament for authority to invest in another person or body the power of enforcing repayment 
thereof from the respective Unions, it will be necessary to declare at the time ot transferring 
the books and accounts, an audited balance against each of the Unions for recovery. Ihese 
the Commissioners submit as cogent reasons lor the appointment of a local auditor. Having 
thus detailed to their Lordships the arrangements made in recording and account mgtorthe 
receipt and expenditure in Dublin, and in the several Unions and Electoral Divisions in 
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Ireland, I am directed to submit to their Lordships the manner in which it is proposed to Appendix I. 
proceed, in order to obtain funds for this extraordinary service. Summary of the 

When the Relief Committees shall be formed, they will prepare estimates of the probable Accountant’s 
sums they may require, in accordance with the 7th Clause of the Act ; the period of the estimate Department, 
is limited to a fortnight, and they will also be required to state the manner in which they pro- 
pose the funds should bo raised. ’ The following is the order in which it is proposed such esti- 
mate should be considered ; — 

1. Balances of old Committees. 

2. Local subscriptions. 

3. General subscriptions. 

4. Monies in hands of Guardians under the Poor Law Act. 

5. Rates to be struck, but for a sum sufficient to serve for three months. 

6. Loans from Government in anticipation of rates to be levied under 15th Clause, 

and — ■ . . 

7. Grants or donations from Government in aid of rates or subscriptions under 

18th Clause. 

This fortnightly estimate will be sent to the Finance Committee, who will consider it and 
revise it, if necessary, particularly as to the proposed mode in which it should be raised, after 
receiving the whole of the estimates from the Electoral Division Committees, showing then- 
probable wants for the ensuing fortnight. The Finance Committee is to embody them in one 
general estimate for the Union, and transmit them with its remarks thereon to the Rebel Com- 
missioners for consideration and recommendation to the Lord Lieutenant, if the amount or 
any part thereof can be provided for under the 8th Clause of the Act, or that failing for want 
of funds to the Lords of the Treasury, under the .15th and 18th Clauses. When the Commis- 
sioners shall have decided the proportions of each estimate, they propose submitting for their 
Lordships’ sanction, whether by way of “ loan” or as “ grant,” the several Union estimates 
will be collected and formed into two separate abstracts, the former having reference to ad- 
vances from the Consolidated Fund under the 15th Clause of the Act; the latter to the votes 
of Parliament under the 18th Clause. These abstracts will be submitted separately, and it 
approved of by their Lordships, it is presumed they will issue warrants to the Exchequer to 
place the respective sums directly to the account of the Relief Commissioners (gazetted on the 
12th February last) at the Bank of Ireland. The immediate process for transferring the sums 
approved of by their Lordships to the credit of the respective Unions has been before stated, 
and the Commissioners do not apprehend that any difficulty or delay will arise. 

The Commissioners have desired me to call their Lordships’ attention to the necessity for a 
separate vote being taken for the pay and contingent expenses of the establishment and In- 
specting Officers of the Commission, an estimate for which they have already sent forward, and 
when voted they infer the amount will be placed to the account of the Commissioners at the 
Bank of Ireland by the Exchequer, the same as the issues for the other services. As a pro- 
portion, however, of such estimate will be required by the last day of this month to pay the 
establishment up to that day, amounting to about 7000/., their Lordships are requested to be 
pleased to authorise that sum to be placed to the credit of the Commissioners at the Bank, ot 
Ireland for that purpose. The question of stamp duty upon all matters relating to the Com- 
mission, I am also desired to bring under the review of their Lordships, with the object ot 
obtaining exemption if possible therefrom. It has been the practice with the Gommissary- 
General°Sir Randolph Routh, to require stamped receipts for the Government donations paid 
to Relief Committees, but it 'has been accompanied with much correspondence lrom wrong 
stamps being sent up from the country, the difficulty of procuring them m remote parts ot 
Ireland, and consequently delay in the transmission of money. It would, therefore, ‘end to 
facilitate very considerably the financial transactions of the Commission, it their .Lordships 
would be pleased to obtain the necessary exemption. . . . 

In conclusion, the Commissioners desire me to express to their Lordships, the satisfaction 
they have in referring to the readiness with which the Bank of Ireland, and every other bank 
in this country have proffered their services, in carrying into effect the foregoing arrangements. 

Printed copies of the instructions issued to the Relief and 1' i nance Committees, to the 
Government Inspectors and treasurers of Finance Committees of Unions (Parts 4, o, b an /), 
all referj-ino- in some degree to the financial arrangements of the Commission, accompany this.

Circular No. 33— -Finance. 

Relief Commission Office, Castle, Dublin , 
August 18, 1847. 

It appearing in many instances tbfct the Estimates received in Office for Temporary- 
Fever Hospital Expenses, under Act 10 Vic., cap 22, do not provide for tire payment, of 
Medical Officers, I am directed by ’the Belief Commissioners to acquaint you, for the mforma- 
tion of the Hospital Boards, that provision should have been made for such charge m the 
respective estimates, as they will not be enabled after the 15th of next month to mate further 
advances. 
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The Board of Health have sanctioned the general scale of remuneration to medical officers 
at five shillings a day each. This rate will be admitted by the Commissioners, if inserted in 
any future estimate, (Form J. Finance,) for such period as the Finance Committee may deem 
proper; but not extending beyond the 30th September next. As however, in some few special 
instances, an increased rate may have been sanctioned by the Board of Health, the Commis- 
sioners will require in every such case, a copy of the authority for the rate to be annexed to the 
Estimate, without which they cannot admit the increase. Nor can they admit charges for 
travelling, boat hire, &c., without special directions from the Board of Health. 

The Commissioners again wish it to be fully understood, that no advances of money will be 
made by them, for fever purposes, after the 15th September next. 

The Inspecting Officer is required, in conjunction with the Finance Committee, to fill up one 
of the enclosed forms (No. 18, Finance) with the required particulars, for each temporary 
hospital within the Union, and forward the same to this office with the least possible delay.

. . Relief Commission Office, Castle, Dublin, 

23rd August, 1847. 

As the Temporary Relief operations, under Act 10 Vic., cap. 7, have closed in some, 
and will shortly close in the remaining Unions in Ireland, the Relief Commissioners think it' 
desirable, before the several Relief Committees finally separate, that the Inspecting Officer 
should endeavour to obtain from each Committee a short statement, in writing, of their 
financial proceedings during the period of the late lamentable distress, accompanying it by such 
remarks upon the economy and benefit attending the measure generally as they may think; 
proper. 

As some guide to the document required, copy is annexed of a statement published by the 
South City of Dublin Relief Committee, the most extensive Electoral Division in Ireland. 

When the Inspector shall have received the several statements required, he is to arrange- 
them in alphabetical order of the Electoral Divisions within the Union, and enclose them 
together in a concise report, corroborative or otherwise, to the “Accountant,” for the infor- 
mation of the Commissioners. 

If any should not be forthcoming, the cause thereof is to be stated briefly. 

The Commissioners take this opportunity of requesting the Inspecting Officers to assist, so 
long as they remain attached to their respective U nions, in carrying into effect the permanent' 
Poor Law, in such manner as the Poor Law Commsssioners may desire.

SOUTH UNION (DUBLIN) RELIEF COMMITTEE. 

A Meeting — the last — of this Committee was held at the Royal Exchange, on Friday, the 13th 
August, 1847, 

Sir Edward Borough, Bart., in the Chair. 

The Chairman then addressed the meeting. He said — As this is our last day of meeting as 
a Relief Committee, I have thought it right to lay before you, and through you before the public, a 
short statement of our proceedings since we have been called into operation, and of the way in which 
we have discharged the trust committed to us. We have had the charge of an Electoral Division, 
containing the largest population of any in the kingdom, with the highest amount of rateable pro- 
perty; and I think I am borne out in asserting that it comprises within its limits the poorest districts 
of this city, viz., the Liberties and the Parishes of St. Catherine and St. James. We were first 
brought together on the 22nd of March; we elected a head clerk on the 26th of that month, and our 
first issue of rations was made on the Sth of April, the interval between the two last dates having been 
taken up in conferences with the Parochial Committees then existing, in the organisation of the 
several districts into which this part of the city has been divided, and the preparation of the Relief 
Lists. It is right here to state that every proceeding of this Committee has been in strict conformity 
with the regulations of (he Relief Commissioners, that no advance in money was granted to any Local 
or Parochial Committees, and the relief dispensed has been in all cases food, issued only to those 
whose names had been entered on our books after investigation, and report made by our Inspectors. 
Having premised this much, I will now lay before you a detailed statement, showing the amount of 
our estimates, and the number of destitute poor relieved by us in each fortnight respectively, the sums 
advanced to us by the Finance Committee, and charged by them against us for cooked food and bread 
supplied from the central kitchen since the 1st of June, when they took into their own hands the 
purchase of llie necessary supplies of rice and Indian meal. Showing also our outstanding liabilities 
and the balance remaining unappropriated, for it will be gratifying to know that our .disbursements 
throughout have been within our estimates, thus: — .

I have another calculation before me, showing that we have dispensed altogether 2,178,400 rations, 
which, at a cost of l£«Z. per ration, would amount to 17,018/. 15s. ; and, as on this sum there will be 
a surplus of 89/. 10s. 6d., after providing for all liabilities, this calculation is so far valuable us 
proving the great economy of a central kitchen — for the actual expenditure of 16,929/. 4s. 6 d. covers 
the cost of bread rations during the first three weeks at 2 id., and all the expense of staff and contin- 
gencies, amounting on an average to 50/. in each fortnight, besides the outlay on the kitchen itself, 
and the wages of the persons employed there. I cannot forbear congratulating the Committee on the 
satisfactory state of our accounts, which have undergone the most rigid scrutiny by the Government 
accountants, and have been declared by them to be most accurately rendered ; a flattering testimony 
to the correctness and efficiency of the members of our Sub-Committee of Accounts. The economy, 
which I think we may fairly venture to assert has been practised in the administration of relief to so 
large a number of destitute poor, is mainly attributable to the arrangements made by the Finance 
Committee in the central kitchen, and to the judicious purchases of supplies, and the great saving in 
the production of food, effected under the superintendence of their secretary, Mr. R. Molloy, a gen- 
tleman whose zeal, energy, and business like habits, which l have had ample opportunities of witness- 
ing, merit the highest praise. The result has been that we have been enabled to afford relief to an 
average of 25,000 individuals per diem, at an amount to the ratepayers not exceeding lOitf. in the 
ponnd. I cannot conclude without thanking you all for the support and co-operation I have at all 
times received from you, nor from expressing my opinion how creditable to you have been the harmony 
and good feeling which has characterized our meetings, in a board composed of more than eighty 
members, comprising almost every variety of political and religious opinions.

“ I have the honour to inform you, that in obedience to your Circular No. 30 — Finance, relief 
ceased in this Union on the 15th instant, with the exception of some Committees who had a small 
balance in hand to dispose of. 

“ During this week I have been employed in visiting all the Committees in order finally to wind 
up their accounts, and I am happy to state that I have met with no complaint whatever that the 
relief had ceased prematurely. 

“ The harvest has commenced, generally, throughout the district, and for some time to come I am 
quite satisfied that there will be abundance of employment for the able-bodied. 

“ Act 10 Vic. cap. 7, having thus drawn to a close, I may be allowed to sum up, generally, its effects 
in this Union. 

“ The total cost of relief in this Union has been 42681., of which 13211., has been raised by private 
subscriptions and Government donations. 277 1. has been paid by the Board of Guardians out of dis- 
posable funds in the hands of the treasurer, and the sum of 2670 1. has been advanced by the Relief 
Commissioners as a loan. 

“ The treasurer of the Board of Guardians has already paid into the hands of the Commissioners 
6001., as the first instalment of the repayment of the loan. 

“ Consequently, about 20701. remains due from the Union to the Government, and as I am 
informed that no difficulty is found in collecting the rales, I trust that the Board of Guardians will soon 
be in a position to continue their course of repayment. 

“ The number of persons receiving relief in this Union has varied from 5500 to 2500, or from 
about one-eighth to about one-sixteenth of the population. 

“ The rates struck have amounted to 55001., which, after repaying the remainder of the sum owing 
to the Relief Commissioners, ought to be sufficient for the wants of the Union for the ensuing six o” 
eight months. 

“ I have not heard of a single instance where a man has been supposed to receive relief whose cir- 
cumstances, fairly considered, ought to have precluded him. 

“ It may also be remarked as a necessary consequence, that while the Relief has been carried oil 
with the utmost strictness, no population could have been more orderly or more civil than that of 
this Union. 

“ These facts bear a stronger testimony to the excellent manner in which the gentlemen of the 
Finance and Relief Committees, and clergymen of all persuasions have performed their duty than any 
report of mine can do ; but I should not do justice to my own feelings, if I did not publicly acknow- 
ledge the co-operation and support which I have received in the performance of my duty. The gen- 
tlemen will themselves reap the benefit of their firm and upright conduct in the increasing respect in 
which they are held by the lower classes, in their having saved the Union a considerable sum of money, 
and being enabled thereby to bring in the extended Poor Law, with every advantage which sufficient 
finances and an orderly population can give.”

The final adjustment of the accounts in detail with each electoral division, 
which will be proposed for your Lordships’ sanction, has been delayed by con- 
tinued outstanding claims, and some dilatory proceedings on the part of Com- 
mittee-clerks ; but they are in a very forward state, and may furnish a future 
supplementary document for the Appendix of this Report. 

We have now only to repeat to your Lordships our entire satisfaction as to 
the conduct of all branches of the ‘ department which have been labouring

In our Fifth Report, we adverted to the able manner in which the Inspecting 
Officers had performed their very arduous duties. We have now the testimony, 
almost universally, of the several Committees, that while meeting the views oi 
the Commissioners by requiring strict regard to every regulation, their courtesy 
and attention to those local authorities gained for them general respect. 

The course of the proceedings has repeatedly brought forward the value ol 
the arrangements and services of Mr. Bromley in the Account department, and 
he has recently received flattering proofs of the satisfaction and assistance he 
has given to the Inspecting Officers and to the Committees.

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SUMMARY OF THE ACCOUNTANT’S DEPARTMENT. 



To the Relief Commissioners acting under Act 10 Vic., caps. 7 and 22. 

15 th October, 1847. 

I beg to submit the annexed returns to the Commissioners to accompany their final 

Report. 

The first paper (A) shows the number of rations issued on the 11th September (the day 
previous to the final stoppage of relief under the Act) to be 442,739, equal to the support of 
505,984 persons daily, being a decrease, since the 28th August of 599,816 persons. 

The unions in which the greatest distress existed were continued until the final close of relief 
on the 12th September, and their names will be found on paper B. 

The usual return of money advanced by the Commission has not yet been prepared, in 
consequence of the apportionment, now being made, of grants in aid of rates, to be submitted for 
the approval of the Lords of the Treasury, preparatory to the legal notice being served upon 
the treasurers of unions for repayment under the 17th clause of the Act. 

This mode of final adjustment I referred to in the Summary annexed to the Fourth Report of 
the Commissioners. 

So much care being required in the compilation and final close of such great detail, I 
purpose, with the sanction of the Commissioners, to forward to the Lords of the Treasury, 
in a Supplementary Appendix, the required information relative to each electoral division in 
Ireland. 

The Lords of the Treasury, by their letter of the 28th September, having determined that 
the entire advances made for fever purposes, under Act 10 Vic., cap. 22, shall be considered 
as a grant in aid of rates made to the electoral divisions comprised within the district of each 
hospital, I beg to annex a list (paper C) of the temporary fever hospitals, with the amount 
advanced to each, making in the aggregate the sum of 119,055/. 16s. 

The amount paid to Commissary-General Sir R. Routh, for provisions supplied from Com- 
missariat depots for the use of Committees is 136,795/. Os. 8 d. 

The total sum advanced in money, in fortnightly proportions, to the several electoral divisions 
for relief purposes amounts to 1,420,417/. 14s 11 d. 

These three sums form an aggregate total of 1,676,268/. 11s. Id., expended by this Com- 
mission. 

This account may yet be altered in a trifling degree, in consequence of small outstanding 
cheques, drawn by Finance Committees, remaining unpaid on the withdrawal of the balances 
from the Treasurers, in order to close the accounts on the termination of the service. 

A very bad system has prevailed throughout the country, which I have endeavoured to break 
through, of passing cheques from hand to hand like bank notes, it being sometimes many months 
before they are presented for payment. 

The local auditors attached to the Commission have completed their examination of the 
general account for the month of August, and are now proceeding with September. 

The accounts also of the Treasurers of Finance Committees they are proceeding with for the 
month of J uly ; some inconvenience will now arise in the investigation of these accounts, from the 
withdrawal of the Inspecting Officers from their respective Uuions, but every facility possible 
shall be aflorded to the Auditors in their examination of the accounts. 

The advantages of an immediate and local audit, have been so fully developed in every stage 
of this important service, that I cannot omit to record, the confidence I have felt as a public 
accountant, in carrying on the financial service of the Commission, by the immediate discovery 
and adjustment of errors ; nor can 1 omit to mention the courtesy I have always received from 
the auditors, Mr. Andoe and Mr. Creed ; their labours have been incessant, in order to keep 
pace with the immense machine that daily produced masses of accounts and vouchers for their 
audit. 

It is now my pleasing duty to bring before the Commissioners, the services of the gentlemen 
in my department, without whose willing aid, it would not have been possible for me, with so 
limited an establishment, to have overcome the difficulties I had to contend with. 

I found it necessary to divide my department into three branches; one, to undertake the exa- 
mination of the numerous estimates as received in office, numbering nearly 2000 every fortnight, 
together with the financial correspondence; this I intrusted to Mr. Malkin, a gentleman ot 
superior attainments, who has been of the greatest possible assistance to me. 

Another branch, I placed in charge of Mr. Nash, my book-keeper, whom I held responsible 
for the daily record of the account transactions of the Commission ; the advances at one lime 
exceeded 60,000/. a-day, distributed over nearly 2000 accounts. 

Mr. Nash, by his correctness and exertions, has fully confirmed the high opinion I pre- 
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viously entertained of his ability, which induced me to select him as my book-keeper, when I 
was ordered to undertake this service. I believe him to be well worthy of special recom- 
mendation to the Lords of the Admiralty, to which department he belongs. 

The third branch, I intrusted to Mr. Coles, of the Paymaster-General’s Department, who 
acted as my chief clerk, and had the registry, of the papers, accounts and correspondence. 

To this gentleman I am indebted for the very great zeal he has always exhibited in the 
performance of his heavy duties; his common attendance at his office has been ten hours 
a-day, oftentimes more. As some index to the labour imposed upon him, I may mention that, 
in four months more than 17,000 letters were received in my department, and passed through 
his hands, together with the registry, arrangements and examination for auditing of nearly 
19,000 accounts with their vouchers. J 

Unless I had had a gentlemen in Mr. Coles’ position acquainted with official habits, I 
should not have been able to keep such a mass of accounts and papers free from confusion; I 
therefore hope that favourable mention may be made of him to Her Majesty’s Pavmaster- 
General. 

To the other gentlemen of my department much credit is due’fbr their ever ready assistance. 

I hope very shortly to close the financial concerns of the Commission. 

I must not omit to mention the readiness and asssistance afforded to the Commission, by 
Mr. Wake, the Superintendant of the Stationery Office in Dublin, and the contractor employed 
under him, who so ably and energetically exerted themselves, more especially in supplying 
the great quantity of printing and paper necessary before the Act could be brouoht into 
operation; and the rapidity with which the circular orders and directions were printed and cir- 
culated, is deserving of the greatest credit and admiration. 

I beg to annex the continuation Forms and Circulars 39 to 43 Finance, referring to the 
details of my department.

SUBSTANCE OF INSTRUCTIONS FROM TREASURY. 

' The Lords of the Treasury being strongly impressed with the importance of giving every prac- 
ticable aid to the Guardians of the poor, in the execution of the duties which have devolved upon them 
under the permanent Poor-law system, as amended by Act 10 Vic., cap. 31, are pleased to determine, 
that no repayment of advances, made under the Temporary Itelief Act (10 Vic., cap. 7), shall be 
demanded before the 1st of January next from any Electoral Division in which a rate equal, to or ex- 
ceeding three shillings in the pound is levied before that period, for the purpose of defraying the 
current expenditure of the permanent Poor-law; and that in those Electoral Divisions in which the 
rate to be levied for that purpose, before the 1st of January next, is less than three shillings in the 
pound, repayment shall be demanded for the present only lo the extent or the difference between the 
amount required for the current expenses of the permanent Poor-law, and the sum which a rate of 
three shillings in the pound in such Electoral Divisions would produce. 

With the same object in view, their Lordships had previously directed, that the produce of rates 
levied under the temporary Relief Act should lie applied, in the first instance, to defraying the ex- 
penses of the workhouses and of the permanent Poor-law system, as lately amended by the Act 10 
Vic., cap. 31 ; and that if the whole of the produce of the rates should be wanted for these objects, 
their Lordships would not require any portion of the amount so raised at present to be applied to the 
repayment of the loans under the temporary Relief Act ; and it is still the desire of the Treasury that 
the course above described should be followed. 



Circular No. 40. — Finance.

The Inspecting Officers are reqt tested to hasten the transmission of the Cash Books 
and Cash Documents to this Office, also the Return called for by '• Circular No. 25, Finance.” 

The reports and statements required by “ Circulars 34 and 36, Finance, are also required, 
with as little delay as possible, so far as they can be obtained. Should they be deficient for 
any Electoral Division the cause thereof should be stated. 

All advances of money, whether for Relief or fever purposes, have now ceased.

In reply to your letter of the . I beg to inform you, that the power 

of the Relief Commissioners to advance money on loan to the several Unions in Ireland, 
under the Temporary Relief Act, 10 Viet., cap. 7, ceased on the»30th September last. 

The Commissioners never recognized claims of individuals; they advanced money upon the 
recommendation of Finance Committee^, and to such Committees only, in accordance with the 
Act of Parliament. 

The Government cannot interfere in the matter referred to.

The Relief Commissioners take the opportunity of the approaching termination of the 
operations of the Temporary Relief Act (10 Vic. cap. 7), to express their high sense of the zeal 
and intelligence displayed by the Inspecting Officers in the performance of their very arduous 
duties. 

The Commissioners more particularly wish to acknowledge the great advantage derived to 
tlie public service, and the satisfaction they have themselves experienced, from the uniform good 
temper and courtesy, united to a strict adherence to every essential matter of duty, which, under 
many trying circumstances, have marked the conduct of the Inspecting Officers, and have 
generally gained for them the respect of the Committees with whom they have acted. 

The Commissioners have had much pleasure in reporting to the Lords of the Treasury the 
great merit of the Inspecting Officers generally, and of the respective services, to the Lords of 
the Admiralty, the Commander-in-Chief, and the Master-General of the Ordnance.

I am commanded by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury 
to acquaint you that their Lordships having had before them your Seventh and 
last Report, it has become their gratifying duty to express to you the appro- 
bation with which your conduct in the execution of the important duties 
entrusted to you lias been regarded by Her Majesty’s Government, and to con- 
gratulate you on the success which has attended your efforts. 

This result is principally due to the patient industry and never-failing 
sagacity of Sir John Burgoyne, who was specially appointed to this duty as 
chairman of the Commission ; and it is greatly to his honour that he did not 
suffer himself to be discouraged by the formidable difficulties which attended 
the commencement of the undertaking, and that no untoward circumstance 
occurred during its progress which could be justly attributed to want of fore- 
sight and good management on the part of the Commission. 

The superior ability with which the financial business of the Commission 
was conducted by your accountant, Mr. Bromley, entitles that gentleman to a 
particular expression of their Lordships’ approbation ; and it is a remarkable 
fact, that although issues of public money had to be made, often under circum- 
stances of pressing emergency, to upwards of two thousand temporary public 
bodies, a satisfactory current check was maintained on the expenditure, and the 
accounts were made up and rendered for audit with the same punctuality as if 
they had related to an ordinary service. 

Their Lordships have also derived much gratification from observing that 
the officers who were employed as inspectors in the different Unions acquitted 
themselves of the difficult and responsible duties entrusted to them in a maimer 
which has called forth an expression of the approbation not only of the Com- 
missioners, but also of a large proportion of the Committees with whom these 
officers acted; and their Lordships also do not doubt that the commendation 
bestowed by you upon Mr. Hamilton, and the other members of your imme- 
diate establishment, is fully warranted by the exertions which have been made 
by those gentlemen. 

The object of relieving the suffering caused by the late wide-spread calamity 
could not have been attained without a willing and active co-operation on the 
part of the leading persons residing in each district, and their Lordships entirely 
concur in the acknowledgment made by you of the zealous and honourable 
exertions of the great body of the local Relief Committees under the superin- 
tendence and control of the efficient Finance Committees, which last are stated 
in the Third Report of the Relief Commissioners to have, "with. rare excep- 
tions, acted with zeal and intelligence.” 

Their Lordships are sensible that so vast a system of relief could not be carried 
on without occasional local abuses ; but they are gratified to find that the vigi- 
lance of the Commissioners and of the Finance Committees was exerted gene- 
rally with success to secure the proper administration of the funds entrusted to 
them.

The Relief Commissioners to the Lords of the Treasury. 

Relief Commission Office, Dublin Castle, 
May 31, 1847. 

We have the honour to bring under your Lordships’ notice the financial 
state of the several Unions in Ireland, in order that your Lordships may under- 
stand the progress likely to be effected in the repayments of the advances made 
under the Temporary Relief Act, 10 Vic., cap. 7, by the rates. 

Account No. 1 will show the state of the Unions on 27th February last,- with 
an estimate of the current expenses for maintenance of the workhouses up to 
1st November, added to existing debts. 

Account No. 2 will show the amount of ratings that have been, struck, or 
resolved to be struck, in addition to those now outstanding, for the progressive 
maintenance of the house, the payment of liabilities, and the repayments of the 
advances for the Temporary Relief measure, for three months. 

As this last consideration is as yet only imperfectly developed, the accounts 
cannot be forwarded at present, but will be transmitted as soon as possible. It 
must, however, even then only be taken as giving an idea of the charges to 
which the Unions will now be liable. 

In another respect also, none of these accounts will afford a perfectly accurate 
datum, by which to judge of the probable progress of future collection, from 
not having the minute details by electoral divisions, which details would show 
many discrepancies. 

Over some divisions are to be found generally proprietors or occupiers in 
comparatively easy circumstances, the rates not high for the Relief measure, 
and probably to be collected without much difficulty : others, on' the contrary, 
have nothing but a tenantry of very small holdings, — a class which, having 
subsisted chiefly by the potato, are at the present time reduced in mass to a state 
of destitution. In these the demands for the Relief measure Will be' very high, 
while all the small rate payers are pennyless. 

As an example of the latter may be instanced the electoral division of Bal- 
lagholla, Union of Ballinrobe, county Mayo, the population -of -which by the 
census of 1S41 is 1478, the valuation only 4627 1 6s., and 1200 ai'e returned in 
it as destitute, the feeding of whom for three months will require 892Z, that is 
40s. in the pound for that short period. 

As the Act for Temporary Relief, 10 Vic. 'cap. 7, provides, in -clause 17, for 
the continued maintenance of the poor-houses, and expenses necessary for the 
other purposes of the general Poor Law Act of i and 2 Vic., cap. $6, ' it is 
manifest that, unless the collecting of the rates be very greatly expedited, -none, 
in most of the districts, can be for some time appropriated to the repayments. 

Your Lordships will perceive that, from the 27th February to lstNovember, 
479,790/. will be required to support the workhouses (exclusive cif nine Unions, 
from which the returns have not been received), and that 138,863/.- ai>e due to 
treasurers, and for provisions and other necessaries, making a 'gross sum of 
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618, 653/., from which, deducting 28,799/. in the hands of the treasurers, a sum 
of 589,854/., or about 10a-. in the pound, is left that ought to be provided for 
before the 1st November out of rates, old or new, that were to be collected after 
27th February. 

The present rate of collection, as will be perceived by a column appended to 
Return No. 1, gives 1 15,671 /. as levied during the two months of March and April. 

Assuming that, in addition to the grants in aid, about two millions should be 
advanced on loans to the several Unions under the Relief Act for the entire 
six months, it would amount to upwards of 2a-. 6d. in the pound on all Ireland, 
taken as an aggregate ; which, added to the charges of the ordinary Poor Law, 
as above stated, would amount to about 3a-. 6 cl. in the pound : but it is to be 
observed, that the charge will not be spread over the country in that equal 
proportion ; some few will be altogether exempt from the relief rate, while, to 
others, the cost will be in a small degree. To levy that amount, therefore, the 
charge on the districts that are most suffering will be 5s., 6a., or more in the 
pound : with the mass of the tenantry hitherto rate-payers, in a state of pau- 
perism,* while the proprietors themselves, from the impossibility of obtaining 
rents, will be very unequal to meet such extra demands. To these difficulties 
in the way of the collection may be added : — 

The Act 10 Vic., cap. 7, makes no provision for the repayment of the 
Government loans by instalments ; and the result is, that the entire of this 
heavy charge is to be demanded by one payment, and at the most unfavourable 
period of the year, that is a few months preceding the harvest. 

In adverting to the difficulties of collecting, the moral effect of this 
being an unpopular tax in Ireland, and now in course of being greatly aug- 
mented, cannot be left out of consideration. Although, up to this time, no 
Board of Guardians has hesitated to do all that the law required of them, it 
cannot be concealed that there is a very prevalent impression in the country 
that the collection cannot be made as at present regulated by the Act ; and as 
it is evident that this is in a great degree correct, and a very demoralizing 
principle involved in leading parties into engagements which it is out of their 
power to fulfil, it would be most desirable to put this matter, if possible, into 
a course not admitting of such a plea. 

We should, therefore, be greatly inclined to recommend, that, previous to 
commencing a process by which the great difficulties will be confirmed, a power 
should be taken to raise the amounts required for this repayment by instal- 
ments, by which we believe the amounts repaid will be as rapid as by the course 
at present regulated, that they will be eventually larger, and with little or no 
reasonable plea for any failure.

SUMMARY FOR IRELAND. 
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CORRESPONDENCE, &c.. 



Treasury Minute. 

June 4, 1847. 

My Lords have before them a Report, dated the 31st ultimo, from the 
Relief Commissioners under the Act 10 Viet. c. 7, describing the difficulties 
which exist in regard to the repayment of the advances made under that Act. 

It is stated in this Report that although the rates which will have to be 
levied for defraying the expenses of the Union Workhouses and repaying the 
loans made under the Temporary Relief Act, will not exceed a moderate 
average on the whole of Ireland, and, in some cases, the burden will either not 
exist at all, or only in a very slight degree ; yet, in other cases, owing to tire 
gi’eat extent of destitution, and the limited means of the rate-payers, the rate 
will press severely on the resources of the district, and it is suggested that it 
might be advisable to have resourse to the plan of allowing the loans under the 
Temporary Relief Act to be repaid by instalments. 

Upon this state of things their Lordships have to make the following observa- 
tions : — 

The Act 10 Viet. c. 7 gives no power to this Board to permit the loans to be 
repaid by instalments, and, in their Lordships’ opinion, that mode of proceeding 
would be very unadvisable. 

The immediate payment of the rates was intended by the Act to be a check 
upon excessive and abusive expenditure, and this check would be weakened to 
a degree which would make it practically inoperative, if the payment was to be 
made by instalments spread over a considerable period, and the ultimate pay- 
ment of which might not improbably be regarded by many people in Ireland as 
open to doubt. 

It must also be borne in mind that after the expiration of the Temporary 
Relief Act on the 1st October, the rate-payers will have to sujiport the destitute 
persons residing in their respective districts without any assistance from public 
funds ; and it would therefore be neither for their interest, nor for that of the 
poor who will have to be provided for by them, that their means of meeting 
the demands upon them subsequently to the 1st of October should be antici- 
pated, by throwing upon the rates which will then have to be collected the repay- 
ments of the loans made under the Temporary Relief Act. 

The intention of this Act was, that repayment should be required only of 
such portion of the expenditure as could reasonably be expected to be recovered, 
according to the circumstances of each district ; and, therefore, in addition to 
the loans contemplated by the Act, free grants were authorised by it to be made 
for the purpose of assisting those districts upon which the burden of affording 
relief would otherwise have fallen with the greatest severity. 

The Commissioners are not only fully aware of these Provisions, but have 
already acted in the spirit of them, and it is their Lordships’ desire that they 
should continue to do so. In their separate letter of the 31st May, the Com- 
missioners forwarded a list of 121 electoral divisions, and recommended that 
grants should be made to them, amounting in the whole to 89,175/., and bearing 
different proportions (according to the circumstances of each case) to the rate 
which would have to be struck if no such assistance by means of free grants 
were given. For instance, where the rate would have been 4s. or 5s. in the pound, 
and the rate-payers are comparatively well off, a grant is recommended equal 
to one-fourth of the rate ; while in the instance of the electoral division of 
Ballagholla, which is cited in the Report as one of peculiar distress, a grant is 
recommended equal to eleven-twelfths of the rate, which will be thereby re- 
duced from 40s. in the pound to 3s. 4 d. in the pound. 

But in order to enable the Commissioners to afford the relief thus intended 
for the really distressed districts, it is indispensably necessary that the limited 
fund at their disposal should be husbanded with the utmost possible care, and 
their Lordships desire that the Commissioners will impress .upon all parties con- 
cerned in the administration of the Temporary Relief Act, that if the Commis- 
sioners permit this fund to be drawn upon in cases in which it is not required, 
or to a greater extent than the necessity of the case justifies, they will precisely 
to this extent deprive themselves of the means of relieving real and severe suf- 
fering. 

In towns and districts in which the distress does not exceed what might be 
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met by private subscriptions, or by relief given directly out of the produce of 
the rates, without assistance from loans or grants from the public, in the manner 
contemplated in the 8th and following Sections of the Act, it would be a mani- 
fest abuse of the powers of the Act to expend in these cases any portion of the 
fund which has been appropriated by Parliament for the relief of extreme 
distress in districts where the poor could not without such aid be supported 
during the continuance of the present scarcity. 

Where assistance is required and ought to be given under the Act, the Com- 
missioners will spare no effort to enforce proper economy, and they will, in 
particular, insist upon the lists of applicants being properly checked, and upon 
the rations being given only in a cooked state; and when Relief Committees, 
notwithstanding every remonstrance, continue to indulge in a profuse expendi- 
ture, the Commissioners will limit their subsequent issues in favour of such 
districts to those sums which, according to the best estimate they can form, 
would be sufficient, properly husbanded, to accomplish the purposes of the Act, 
leaving to the local Committees the responsibility of applying these sums in the 
manner intended by the Legislature. 

It must also be observed that, although, with the view of meeting extreme 
cases, a power exists under the Act of making issues by loans or grants until 
the 1st October, it is by no means intended that such assistance should be given 
longer than the necessity of each case absolutely requires. The 15th August 
was the limit fixed for the relief of the distress of 184-6, and nearly the whole 
of the operations had been brought to a close previously to that date. Even 
before the 1st of August vegetables of various kinds come into use, and, after 
that date, the harvest begins to become available, as well as the employment 
and wages connected with it. Their Lordships are therefore of opinion, that 
it is only during the present and next month (June and July), that the assist- 
ance of the Commissioners is likely to be required on an extensive scale, and 
that during the two succeeding months of August and September the issues 
made by them should be confined to cases of peculiar destitution. 

It is stated that, “from the 27th February to the 1st November, 479,790/. 
“ will be required to support the workhouses (exclusive of nine Unions from 
“ which the Returns have not been received), and 138,863/. are due to trea- 
“ surers, and for provisions and other necessaries ; making a gross sum of 
“618,653/., from which, deducting 28,799/. in the hands of the treasurers, a 
“ sum of 589,854/., or about 10r/. in the pound is left, that ought to be provided 
“ for before the 1st November out of rates, old or new, that were to be collected 
“ after the 27th February.” 

It is not the intention of the Act 10 Vic., c. 7, that the temporary relief 
afforded by it should be given at the expense and to the detriment of the 
permanent system which has been established for the support of the destitute 
poor in Ireland, of which system the Union workhouses form so important a 
part ; and their Lordships desire that the Relief Commissioners will, according 
to the power vested in them by the 17th clause of the Act, arrange with the 
Poor Law Commissioners for such sums being reserved out of the produce of 
the rates as may be required to defray the current expenses of the different 
Unions, before any payments are made to the Relief Commissioners in repay- 
ment of the loans which have been authorized under the Act 10 Vic., c. 7 ; and 
as the wants of the Union workhouses will thus be provided for, their Lord- 
ships desire that the limited advances which have been made from time to 
time in aid of the expenses of the workhouses from funds at the disposal of the- 
Commissary-General may henceforth entirely cease. 

Having thus provided, to the extent of their power, that the rates to be levied 
under the Temporary Relief Act shall not exceed what each district, according 
to its circumstances, is capable of paying, and having arranged that the opera- 
tions under this Act shall, in no respect, interfere with the permanent Poor 
Law, their Lordships trust that a general disposition will be found to exist on 
the part of the rate-payers to pay, to the utmost of their ability, the sums 
respectively due by them, and they desire that the Relief Commissioners and 
the Poor Law Commissioners will earnestly impress on Boards of Guardians 
the paramount importance, under all the circumstances of the present crisis, of 
enforcing the payment of the rates by all the means which the law appoints. 

In eases, should there be any, in which wilful delay or opposition is shown 
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in the payment of the rate, their Lordships are of opinion that, whatever local 
suffering may be occasioned, the welfare of the whole community requires that 
all further assistance, either in the way of loan or grant, should be withheld 
until the rates are put properly in course of levy, and their Lordships desire 
that the Relief Commissioners will, in all such cases, act accordingly. 

Transmit a copy of this Minute to the Relief Commissioners, for their 
information and guidance. 

Also, transmit a copy to Sir William Somerville, for the information of 
Secretary Sir George Grey. 



Sir J. Burgoyne to Mr. Trevelyan. 

Relief Commission Office, Dublin, 
June 7, 1847. 

With reference to that part of the Minute of the Lords of the Treasury 
of the 3rd instant, regarding the financial state of the Poor Law Unions in Ire- 
land, which relates to the rates to be demanded in repayment of advances now 
making to the several districts under the Temporary Relief Act, 10 Vic. cap. 7. 

I beg to inform you that much consideration will be required to adjust the 
demands to the several cases, so as to obtain from each district such an amount 
as may reasonably be required from it. 

In order, however, to provide against the excessive ratings, that some Boards 
of Guardians have shown a disposition to strike, either from believing it neces- 
sary, or to add to the difficulties of collection ; the Commissioners propose, 
with their Lordships’ sanction, to direct the several Boards of Guardians not to 
strike a first rate exceeding 3s. in the pound. 

In many of the divisions most favourably circumstanced, this will probably 
meet every demand, or a small amount may be subsequently added ; and in the 
most distressed districts it will be fully as much as they will be able to collect. 



Treasury Minute on the above. 

June 11, 1847. 

Write to the Relief Commissioners that in case it should not be practicable 
at present to determine what portion of the sums which have been issued under 
the Act 10 Vic. cap. 7, should be repaid by each district, their Lordships 
approve of the Commissioners requiring the Boards of Guardians to take im- 
mediate steps for the repayment of so much as would be provided for by a 
rate of 3s. in the pound, it being understood that a further rate will be required 
to be struck to a moderate extent in those cases in which circumstances may 
render it proper. Their Lordships desire that the direction contained in the 
concluding paragraph of their Minute, dated the 4th instant, may be strictly 
enforced ; namely, that in cases in which wilful delay or opposition is shown 
in the payment of the rate, all further assistance, either in the way of loan or 
grant, should be withheld until the rates are put properly in course of levy. 



Treasury Minute. 

June 29, 1847. 

Write to the Relief Commissioners, that their Lordships have had under 
their consideration, in concert with Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the 
Home Department, the period at which it would be advisable to bring the 
temporary measures of relief, under the 10th Vic., cap. 7, to a close, and to 
commence the operation of the permanent system, under the Act 10th Vic., 
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cap. 31. It appears to them that, owing to the new supplies of food which will 
become available at harvest, and the extensive employment which will be 
afforded in getting in the crops, the change may be effected with the greatest 
public advantage at that season. 

In 1846 the relief operations were generally closed on the 15th of August, 
with reference to the harvest time of that year, and my Lords think that the 
period of cessation of the system in 1847 should be determined by a similar 
consideration of the time when in this season the harvest in Ireland may afford 
at once both employment and subsistence to the people. 

Their Lordships are, therefore, pleased to direct that, as a general rule, pro- 
vision shall be made for the relief of the destitute poor, under the 10th Vic., 
cap. 7, until the period when the harvest time will have arrived, varying, of 
course, in different Unions, according to the circumstances of the Union, and 
the probability of employment in different parts of Ireland. The distressed 
state of some of the Unions in the western part of Ireland may render some 
parts of those districts an exception to any rule, but my Lords are of opinion 
that issues under the 10th Vic., cap. 7, should, at any rate, not be continued 
beyond the end of the month of August. 

Their Lordships desired, by their Minute of the 4th instant, that the Relief 
Commissioners would, according to the power vested in them by the 17th 
clause of the Act 10th Vic., cap. 7, arrange with the Poor Law Commissioners 
for such sums being reserved out of the produce of the rates as might be 
required to defray the current expenses of the different Unions before any pay- 
ments were made to the Relief Commissioners in repayment of the loans which 
have been authorised under the above-mentioned Act ; and as their Lordships 
consider it right that every practicable assistance should be given to the Boards 
of Guardians in meeting the additional claims for relief which will be made 
upon them under the 10th Vic., cap. 31, they are pleased to authorise the 
Relief Commissioners to make the above decision generally known, and to 
cause it to be clearly understood that the rates to be levied under the Tempo- 
gary Relief Act will be applied in the first instance to defraying the expenses 
of the workhouses, and of the permanent Poor Law sy stem, as lately amended 
by the Act 10th Vic., cap. 31 ; and that if the whole of the produce of the rates 
should be wanted for these objects, their Lordships will not require any portion 
of them to be applied to the repayment of the loans under the Temporary 
Relief Act. 



Treasury Minute. 

September 3, 1847. 

Write to the Relief Commissioners that my Lords being strongly 
impressed with the importance of giving every practicable aid to the guardians 
of the poor in the execution of the duties which have devolved upon them 
under the permanent Poor Law system, as amended by 10 Vic. cap. 31, are 
pleased to determine that no repayment of advances made under the Temporary 
Relief Act (10 Vic. cap. 7) shall be demanded before the 1st of January next, 
from any electoral division in which a rate equal to or exceeding 3s. in the 
pound is levied before that period, for the purpose of defraying the current 
expenditure of the permanent Poor Law ; and that in those electoral divisions 
in which the rate to be levied for that purpose before the 1 st of January next 
is less than 3s. in the pound, repayment shall be demanded only to the extent 
of the difference between the amount required for the current expenses of the 
permanent Poor Law, and the sum which a rate of 3s. in the pound in such 
electoral divisions w r ould produce. 

With the same object in view their Lordships directed, by their Minutes 
dated the 4th and 29th of June last, that the produce of rates levied under the 
Temporary Relief Act should be applied, in the first instance, to defraying the 
expenses of the workhouses and of the permanent Poor Law system, as lately 
amended by the Act JO Vic. cap. 31 ; and that if the whole of the produce of 
the rates should be ■wanted for these objects, their Lordships would not require 
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any portion of them to be applied to the repayment of the loans under the 
Temporary Relief Act; and it is still the desire of this Board that the course 
above described should be followed. 

The Relief Commissioners will communicate on this subject with the Poor 
Law Commissioners, and will arrange with them the manner in which tne 
intentions of this Board, as above explained, may be most conveniently carried 
into effect under the various circumstances of the different Unions. 



Sir William Somerville to Mr. Parker. 

Dublin Castle , September 9, 1847. 

I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to submit, for the consideration of 
the Lords of the Treasury, the enclosed copy of a communication which has 
been received from the Central Board of Health, with reference to the actual 
sanitary condition of this country. 

Their Lordships will perceive that the Board of Health do not anticipate 
any diminution of fever, which is already in many places assuming a more 
malignant type, but that, on the contrary, they express their apprehensions 
that not only fever, but dysentery, scurvy, and other diseases, will continue to 
prevail during the ensuing autumn and winter. 

Under these painful circumstances, I have received his Excellency’s instruc- 
tions to call their Lordships’ attention to the state of the law, as regards fever 
relief now in operation in Ireland. 

In 1846 the temporary Fever Act (9 Viet. c. 6,) passed, by which power was 
given to appoint medical officers for each Union, and the Boards of Guardians 
might be required to provide medical relief, charging the expense upon the 
rates. The general want of funds, however, under which the Unions laboured, 
rendered the Act nugatory, and in the present year, the 1 0 Viet. c. 22, was 
passed, which enabled the expenses of medical relief to be defrayed out of the 
funds placed at the disposal of the Relief Committees under 10 Viet. c. 7, 
and required the Relief Committees, so constituted, to provide the necessary 
medical aid. 

By the last named Act, no grant or loan can be made by the Commissioners 
after the 1st of next October, and, consequently, there will then be no means, 
as hitherto, of placing funds from that source at the disposal of these Com- 
mittees for meeting the charges for medical relief. 

The 15th section of 10 Viet. c. 22, only enacts, that after the 1st day of 
October, 1847, the expenses of carrying the provisions of that Act into execu- 
tion shall be provided by the Guardians, as under 9 Viet. c. 6; but as the 
latter Act was found to be ineffectual for its object in 1846, owing to the want 
of funds under which the Unions then laboured, its failure might be expected 
to be still more complete now, when the pressure upon the rates is much more 
severe under the provisions of the Poor Law Extension Act of last session, and 
when fever has increased to the alarming extent stated in the accompanying 
return from the Board of Health. 

It will now, therefore, be for Her Majesty’s Government to consider what is 
the best course to be adopted with reference to this painful subject ; and as the 
failure of the provisions of the 9 Viet. c. 6, which enacts, that the Guardians 
might be required to provide medical relief, may be confidently anticipated, 
the real question to be considered is, whether the unfortunate fever patients 
are to be discharged from the temporary hospitals erected for their relief, or 
whether the Relief Committees are to be left without the funds necessary for 
their proper treatment and support. 

His Excellency has reason to believe, that the funds provided by Parliament 
for the service of the Relief Commissioners, will not be all expended when 
their labours are concluded ; and he would suggest the expediency of applying 
a portion of the money thus saved, under the sanction and control of Govern- 
ment, in aid of this pressing object. 

I also forward, for their Lordships’ information, an estimate prepared by Mr. 
Bromley, of the probable necessary expenditure for sanitary purposes in con- 
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nexion with the prevalence of fever from the 1st of next month (up to which 
date provision for this purpose will be made by the Relief Commissioners) to 
the 31st December, 1847. But I would remark, that the estimate, if compared 
with the number of fever patients already under treatment, as returned by the 
Board of Health, appears to be larger than will probably be necessary. 

Having thus laid before their Lordships the nature and urgency of the case 
to which their attention has been now called, I have been desired by his 
Excellency to request, that they will take it into their immediate and serious 
consideration. The public mind here is sensitively alive upon the subject, which 
is continually brought under the notice of the Lord Lieutenant; and his 
Excellency would be happy to be informed of the course, which, in the opinion 
of their Lordships, it would be desirable to pursue, with regard to making 
provision for the expenditure that it is feared will be necessary.

I am directed by the Central Board of Health to inform you, that they regret to state, 
that from the returns and other information now before them, there appears to be throughout 
the country generally no diminution of the prevalence of fever, which is, in many places, as- 
suming a more malignant type. They moreover feel apprehensive, that not only fever hut 
dysentery, scurvy, and other diseases, will continue to prevail during the autumn and winter.

Temporary Fever Hospitals. 

The expenditure hitherto incurred, under Act 10 Vic., cap. 22, has been so irregular, 
that the weekly or fortnightly expenditure would he no guide for the future. 

The past expenditure has included the cost of building and fitting up sheds and premises. 
The future will be free from this charge. 

The safest data upon which to form an estimate, appears to be the number of patients for 
which accommodation has behn provided. To the present time they amount to 25,376 
number. 

The cost per day, for each patient, has been about 10cL, independent of the supply of 
coffins, for whitewashing and other like charges sanctioned by the Act. 

To cover the whole expenses for the future, an estimated expense of 1 j. per head per day 
rpay be taken, which, for the number of patients provided for, would be equal to- 
il. s. d.

Write to Sir William Somerville, in reply to his letter, dated the 9th instant, 
with its enclosure from the Board of Health, on the subject of the mode in 
which the expenses of the fever hospitals are to be defrayed after the 1st 
proximo, and state that my Lords regret to hear that the fever has not diminished 
in Ireland, and that they are fully alive to the necessity of adequate measures 
being taken for providing for the due care of the sick. 

Sir William Somerville has correctly stated the provisions of the existing law 
on this subject, by which the charge of providing for the poor patients in the lever- 
wards, as well as that of relieving other destitute persons, is placed, after the 
1st of October, upon the ratepayers of Ireland, as it is borne in this country 
at all times, and during the late season to a very considerable extent for fever 
patients coming into this country from Ireland. 

My Lords have no power under the law of making issues for this purpose, 
after the 1st of October. 

They will however direct the Relief Commissioners to take care that the 
fever hospitals are left adequately provided at that date, and they would 
suggest that the Poor Law Commissioners be desired to suggest to the Guar- 
dians of the different Unions the necessity of taking immediate measures for 
providing the requisite funds. 

Transmit to the Relief Commissioners, for their information and guidance, a 
copy of Sir W. Somerville’s letter of the 9th instant, and of the letter from the 
Irish Board of Health on the subject of the mode in which the expenses of the 
fever hospitals are to be defrayed after the 1st proximo, together with a copy 
of this Minute.

I am directed by the Relief Commissioners to transmit herewith, for the 
information of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, a state- 
ment in detail, showing the advances made for relief purposes under Act 
10 Viet. cap. 7, distinguishing, — 

1st. The amount of loan to be repaid. 

2nd. The amount of grant in aid of rates. 

3rd. The amount of donations in aid of subscriptions, 

together with the rating in the pound upon the amount to be repaid on account 
of each electoral division separately. 

In submitting the same for their Lordships’ approval as the result of the 
pecuniary transactions of the . Commission, (the maximum rate of repayment 
being one-seventh of a pound on the valuation, the nearest proportion to a three- 
shilling rating,) the Commissioners desire me to state that there are some claims 
still outstanding, to he made by the Commissariat Department, which may 
alter the notice to be served upon the Treasurer of each Union, but knowing 
their Lordships’ desire that the result should be communicated to each Board 
of Guardians with the least possible delay, they have not felt justified in detain- 
ing the statement any longer. 

There are also a few out-standing, cheques drawn by Finance Committees 
upon their Treasurers, which have not yet been presented for payment, but as

the balances have been withdrawn from the Treasurers and the amount credited 
to the respective divisions, it will be necessary to provide for the payment ol 
the cheques when presented. The Commissioners, therefore, submit that they 
mav be paid out of the balance remaining to their credit at the Dank. 01 
Ireland, and treated as grants in aid of rates, unless their Lordships should 
rather approve of a supplemental notice being served upon the Guardians, tor 
such sums, as the payments are made.

Write to the Relief Commissioners that their Lordships’ approve of the final 
adjustment of the loans, grants, and donations under the Act 10 Viet, c. 7, as
